CAPACITY CROWD 
AnENDS DEBATE 
ON MARXISM 

An estimated audience of 760 
people crowded the ballroom last 
night to hear s member of the 
Labour Progressive Party and a 
professor of Economics and Po- 
litical Science discuss the scienti- 
fic validity of Marxism, 

Mr. Harry Binder and Dr. Mc- 
Cord Wright, William Dow profe- 
ssor of Economics and Poli- 
tical : Science dd>ated • to an 
audience composed of faculty and 
Political Science members, stu- 
dents, and interested spectators 
from outside McGill. 

Marx discovered many of the ' 
existing economic laws, Mr. Bin- 
der maintained. IIc proceeded to 
outline some of Marx's main the- 
ories,. 

Human Labour 
. According to Mr. Binder, Marx 
held that the value of a commo- 
dity, is determined by the human 
labour put into it. Mr. Moneybag^, 
proto fap gypf tiie capitalist, rccci- 
V(B8*inore value from labour than 
he pays to the labourer. From this 
exploitation, the class struggle 
starts, Mr. Binder maintained. Cri- 
ses, resulting from cyclic over- 
production, will cause bad condi- 
tions for the working class, and 
in . consequence the workers will 
try to take over the government 
Gasaless Society 
When this happens, when a 
classless society cçmea about, the 
state as an instrument of capital- 
ist power will wither away, Mr, 
Binder said. 

Dr. Wright, in his rebuttal, said 
he would not discuss the minor 
scientific weaknesses of Marxism, 
but would concentrate on funda- 
mental differences. He held that 
conflict could not bo abolished 
even in the ideally functioning 
commuist society. 

Oversimplified 
The Marxist theories are over- 
simplified. Dr. Wright said. They 
are based on standards taken from 
a stationary "world, rather than 
the dynamic world that is. Un- 
even economic growth call8'f6r;ï»> 
designing of methods of product- 
ion and a flexibility impossible 
under rule by (Marxist princi- 
ples.. For example, a man living 
in one small house wouldn't want

Sir: 

I never thought when I first 
wrote my letter of (Nov. 10). to 
you . thftt it would receive such 
lenghty discuBsion, thorough an- 
alysis, and scrutiny by Professor 
Launay. For this I am very grat- 
eful to the Professor, and would 
like to state in answer to his "Ex- 
position" the following* 

I. While Professor Launay has 
referred to statistical surveys of 
the French Ministry for North 
Africa, I have quoted figures* from 
statistics compiled by Arab offi- 
cials and political observers of 
high personal integrity. I am ready 
to provide Professor Launay with 
these statistics if he so desires. 
The^ Professor questions if my fi- 
gures are biased, but on the other 
hand there is ample reason to be 
lieve that his are as well. The 
only solution for such a problem 
is for Professor Launay, if ho 
thinks himself to be an unbiased 
observer, to go to North Africa 
and see for himself, as I have a1 
ready suggested in my previous 
letter. 

Strangely enough some of the 
statistics given by the French Mi 
nistry for North Africa confirm 
rather than contradict somé of the 
ones I produced. Thus, ^^^m- 
ple, these statistics statattitat there 
are 828 practicing doctors in Mo- 
rocco. That may bo true. But the 
180 Public Health doctors, to 
whom reference was made in my 
previous letter , are the only gov 
ernmcnt paid" doctors. With the 
standard of living in Morocco as 
it is, only Bovernment paid doc- 
tors could bo of any service to the 
population. 

The' statistics also state that 
there are 120 hospitals and in 
firmaries in Morocco, but while 
the French residents in Morocco 
are alloted 1 bed per 180 residents 
the Arabs are allottted 1 bed for 
every 2160 of population. No man 
seeking Truth will deny that this 
discrimination in favour of the 
French residents and on Moroccan 
soil," is unjust and conflicts with 
the professed French ideals of 
Equality, Liberty, and Fraternity, 

II. Speaking 'of the incidence of 
trachoma nnd venereal diseases in 
North Africa, Professor Launay 
tries to défend Franco's policy by 
saying among other things, "The 
French did not bring them (Tra- 
choma nnd Venereal diseases) over 
with them; there have been en- 
demic diseases in that part of the 
Mahgrcb for centuries." This is 
undoubtedly true, but we expect 
Frnncc, which claims a "Mission 
Oivilizatrice" towards its colonics 
to' have done better than accept 
the status quo in the field of 
health, over the past 76 years in 
Tunisia, especially in the light of 
recent medical developments. 

III. Professor Launay mentions 
thot no Moslem country has done 
a nvfcbattaB^- than the French In 
Ha in the field of edu- 



cation. If ' this iB' tt^V^^ pri- 
marily duis to the fact that, until 
very recently, only one ^iloslem 
country namely, Turkey, is by ge- 
neral -consensus considered on a 
par with moat of the European 
States, educationally and otlier- 
wise. . ' 

• 

Again, Professor Launay did 
not deny the fact that two mil- 
lion Arab children in North Af- 
rica have not schooling dpportu- 
nities. The statistica quoted; say 
that 880316 children attend school 
in Algeria and 4700 attend the 
University of Algiers. If Professor 
Launay were to refer to my letter, 
he would find out that I never 
denied this possibility, but I cri- 
ticized, and I still do, the manner 
in which the schooling facilities 
are divided among. Arabs and Eu- 
ropeans in Algeria. In 1952 of the 
4700 university students only 507 
were Arabs, though the French 
residents constitute only 12 per 
cent of the population of Algeria 
Is this Equality? Is this Justice? 

How, then, can France presume 

to boast of her achievements in 

North. Africa???

"îSIop" FaUacy Disproved 



What is the "slop" fallacy? This 
fallacy is the amazing discovery 
made by the research department 
of The Daily that is going to shock 
McGill students so greatly that not 
one of them may ever complain 
again. 

This fallacy is difficult to de 
fine but may be demonstrated fn 
the following experiment. Take 
one hungry student (they should 
be easy to find at McGill) and 
place two identical meals before 
him. Let him taste an equal amount 
of each and then ask him which 
is the better meal. Chances that 
he will be able to detect any dif- 
ference at all are very slim. 
Variables 
Now we introduce the variables 
into this experiment Take the 
same hungry student on another 
day and again give him two iden> 
tical meals.

It Happens 
You might not believe that this 
happens, but it does. It happens 
every single day. Every day you 
,hear students complaining about 
food served at McGill and very 
..'seldom hear them complain about

the food they eat in other resta- 
urants. 

Industrial Food Services has 
the concession for food at McGill. 
This is part of the same company 
which, owns Honey Dew, Childs, 
and many other restaurants. Mr. 
Elliot, the man in charge of the' 
food at the Union, has prepared 
meals both in these restaurants 
rind at McGill and he says that 
the food prepared at McGill is in 
no way different from the food he 
has prepared in the other 
cstablishmeqjs he has worke'd for. 
The fallacy Is the belief that any 
meal produced in the Union must 
be "slop". 

Atroosphete 
The factors which probably con- 
tribute to this fallacy are cheap 
prices and the atmosphere of the 
Union. Quite obviously, the way 
to dispel this fallacy is not to 
raise the price of meals. The'mealtf 
are cheap, not because of poor 
quality but because the' company 
does not have to pay rent, light, 
or heat expenses and becaùse they 
buy the{r ^ood in very large quan- 
tities. Improving the very drab 
and unwelcome appearance of the 
Union dining room might di- 
spel the fallacy .but this will pro- 
bably have to wait for, the com-j 
pletion of a new Union. The only; 
other solution would be for the 
students to try and realtro that 
the food is no different from that 
prepared anywhere else away from 
home. If this is not possible, the 
students at McGill will have to 
l^een ?4l^lSK|JU9Badg{^t^ their 
lmagina^pM^PP||Bdigestion.

There can bo no doubt that these 
peoples would make good immi* 
grants; they are industrious, hardy, 
of ancient culture, and, by and 
large, of deeper religious convic- 
tion than Western peoples. Thoee 
Canadians who hart had contact 
with the very few Asiatics living 
here have found them likeable 
people. 

In these . circumatances It ,WOuld 
appear that the lack 'of 'encoura- 
gement of immigration by Eastern 
peoples has its roots solely in an 
unreasoning^racial prejudice.

In the streets of my hometown 
I am accustomed to seeing faces 
of many hués the acqulllne In 
dlan, soft-featured Chinese, ruddy 
Caucasian, bright-eyad Negro, the 
passive-faced Amerindian. I feel 
that one gains from such diversity, 
and whilé/à superiority complex Is 
to ibe deprecateid, I cannot help but 
feel superior In appreciation of 
human dignity and worth to those 
who lack this opportunity. 

Asiatic immigration then, can 
bring to Canada a wealth of op- 
portunity for Tindcratandinp: and 
appreciating MANKIND.

Businessmen and scholars have 
given us much insight ' and en- 
lightening literature on tlie sub- 
ject of our economic system, but 
until the publication of Mr. Tiger's 
fearless analysis, certain subjects 
have. remained foolishly tabu, with 
the unfortunate result that a com- 
plete understanding of our way of 
life was Impossible. But now, Mr. 
Tiger has come up with the schol- 
ary goods; "Bedwetting and our 
Economic System, Seen against the 
Background of tho Imperialist Fal- 
lacy," Is entirely free of any Vic- 
torian refusal to face what have 
been referred to as "the facts of 
life. Bedwetting is Indeed a fact 
of life, and it took a man with 
tho moral courage and profound 
erudition of Mr. Tiger to expose 
the fact with all Itos ugliness and 
conspicuous economic unproductl 
vlty. And Mr. Tiger, being a loyal 
subject of the crown, is naturally 
Interested In the effects of this 
social phenomenom on the relatl 
ons of the mother ccintry with Its

colonies^ All these ;.varlous consi- 
derations hare iMum^WBterf ully 
woven Into a shremfuSnysls, and 
to use a cliché, he "has left no stone 
unturned" In his search for tho 
real truth. 

To examine -the origin of bed- 
wetting,' he delves into history with 
the breadth-of-mind of a Toynbce 
or a Gibbons or a Henry Luce, and 
even a reader who Is historically 
unsophisticated like myself can ap- 
preciate the soundness and integri- 
ty of his evaluations. Bedwetting 
in the Middle Ages lives before 
your very eyes; and when the sooty 
hand of the Industrial Revolution 
sweeps the land, the reader is 
made to feel almost emotionally, 
its effects on — in economic 
terms — nocturnal liquidations.

(Continued from Page iPour) 
of its economic waste, and in bold 
relief ia exposed its liorrible ability 
to aid in tlie development of "in- 
cipient reTolutionarics." 

Indeed one of tho most import- 
ant arguments of this very largo 
and important work is that most 
of the world's great revolutiona- 
ries have at one time or another 
been bedwctters. George Washing- 
ton, Marx, Chang Kai Shek, Le- 
nini'^ifjer, Luther Burbank, John 
Fester^DulIest — all were revolu- 
tionaries and bedwettcrs, and tho 
catalogue of' such men is endless. 
With all the psychologiool insight 
of Freud, Mr. Tiger probes into 
the relationship of revolution and 
irresponsible bladders; it is not 



the sexual ûrge*bç^ttêî« 
one that ià responsible' -'forV the 
world's great works, fir. Tiger 
contends; rather, it is the for-' 
tuitotis conjuction of a quick brain 
and an even quicker bladder. 

That I have enjoyed the book 
should by this time have becomo 
abundantly clear. It is indeed a 
great book — perhaps the greatest 
of our decade — and to read it is 



necessary^if Vne'^iifrto say, "I hav* 
lived." To conclude • then, some 
final word about bcdwetting. Thesa 
final words comprise the quota- 
tion at the -start of Volume One. 
They express with beautiful sim- 
plicity the tremendous scope of 
what will surely becomo the au- 
thoritative work on bedwetting.

Under Stephen Porter's directi- 
on the characters in tho play fall 
into two distinct categories: those 
who are played as serious and 
tragic figures, and those who are 
merely comic and unlifelike 
puppets. 

The Actors 

The first group includes Nina 
and Constantine, around whom 
the whole tradgcdy of the play 
really revolves. Nina is played 
by Pearl Sheffy^ and I hare 
nothing but praiso for an excel- 
lent performance. Her voice is 
unusually melodious, and parti- 
cularly as a young girl in the 
beginning of the play she was 
most convicing. Michael Paryla 
as Constantino also deserves 
praise. When these two were on 
tho stage together the play al- 
most invariably had all the ten- 
sion that Chekov ' gave it. The 
other characters, in. tJhe. first, or 
realistic and aeriwfciigiwpîyere 
Pauline, convinêtnglyWtiioagh 
perhaps Blightly uninterestingly 
played by Diane Bond, and Tri- 
gorin the writer played by H. 
G. Bialik. 

Tho second, or puppet-like group 
was typified by Aviva Horson 
playing Mosha. She was certainly 
very funny at times, and although 



the terrible tragedy of her unre- 
turned, alm^^nnoticed, love did 
not •becomè*"âppiarent, this is not 
a criticism of the actress. The 
same comment applies to Marvin 
Bartell who played Medvicdenko, 
the school teacher.

There were three actors who did 
not actually fit into either of the 
categories. The 'first was David 
Berlin, who presented a very pro- 
ficient character study of the phi- 
losophical (and I suspect not very 
good) Doctor. The second was 
Grace Richardson, who was, to 
be honest, unable to cdpture 
feeling of the great actress she 
was trying to portray, and the 
last was Hugh Sprule playing the 
very old uncle Sorln. He was un- 
able to convey either the humour 
or tho tragedy of his part because 
at no time did he look old.. 

The Set 

The set, designed' by. Stephen 
Porter, althpttgh ity wss success' 
fnl in tlîêr^îut" scene, and Just 
adequate throughout, was not up 
to the standard of other sets Mr. 
Porter has presented to us. 

•The play is undoubtedly well 
worth seeing: the acting is for the 
most part good, and the director 
was able to achieve his aims. How- 
ever, I question the value of the
